equetan harbour lies in lat. 17. 36. 
.. N. and is about 30 leagues to the 
W. of Acapulco. Here we were fuppli- 
- with water from a large lake, whofe 
originis about half a mile within the coun- 
trv; near which the water was found belt; 
for the nearer it ran to the fea, it talted 
the more brackulh. This made the wa- 
tering more tedious ; becaule we were ob- 
lige dito bring it from the head of the lake 
in {mall caiks on board canoes, and em- 
pty them into larger on the beach. This 
is the lake that Dampier {peaks of as a 
large river; which very pofhibly it might 
relemble ina wet feafdn, when it over 
flows the ftrand, and communicates with 
the ocean: but we could difcover no out- 
Jet it had to the fea. 

As the country in the neighbourhood 
appeared to be well peopled, and cultiva- 
ed, we hoped thence to have procured 
freth provilfions. In the morning after 
our arrival, a party of forty men, well 
armed, were fent to examine the country, 
and endeavour to eftablifh a correfpon- 
dence with the inhabitants ; but towards 
evening they returned, greatly fatigued, 
and very faint with the heat, and want a 


water. They had marched in all about 
ten mies, and yet faw no human crea- 
ture.

As he was prepa- 
ring to goon {hore with one of the boats, 
he perceived, on the oppolite ttrand, three 
{quadrons of near 200 hundred horfe, 
well mounted, and armed with carabines 

and lances. On fight of them, Mr Brett 
immediately put off the boat, tho’ he had 
but fixteen men, and ventured to the 
beach on which they were parading. As 
he approached, they formed by the wa- 
ter-edge, and feemed refolved to difpute 
hislanding, firing feveral dillant fhot at him 
ashe drew near. But when the boat was 
arrived within a reafonable diftance of the 
molt advanced fquadron, Mr Brett order- 
ed his people to fire ; upon which this re- 
folute cavalry fled, in great diforder, in- 
to an adjoining wood; while the other 
two fquadrons, who were out of the reach 
of our fhot, {tood calm {pectators of their 
comrades rout, without advancing one 
ftep. ‘The difcovery of fo confiderable a 
force in this bay, notwithitanding their 
having acted with fo little prudence and 
refolution, obliged us conflantly to keep 
q boat or two before it, to prevent the 
cutter, in her return from off Acapulco, 
being decoyed and furprifed by the e- 
nemy. 

After our unfuccefsful attempt to pet 
provifions from the natives, we were ob- 
liged to be contented with what we could 
procure in the neighbourhood of the port. 
The fea-coalt fupplied us with a tolerable 
quantity of cavallies, breams, mullets, 
foles, fiddle-fifh, fea-eges, and lobfters. 
Here, and in no other place, we met with 
that extraordinary fifh called the torpedo, 
or numbing: fifh, in fhape very like the 
fiddle-fifh, and only diltinguifhed from it 
by a brown circular fot asbig as a crown- 
piece near the centre of its back. Itisaflat 
fih, much refembling the thorn-back. 
This fith produces very ftrange effets on 
the human body. For if one handles it, 
or fets his foot upon it, he is prefently 
feized with a numbnels all over, e!pecial- 
ly in that limb that was in immediate con- 
taét with it. It will produce the fame ef- 
fe& too, if touched by any thing held in 
the hand: for Mr Walter (the Chaplain) 
refting a waiking-cane on the bedy of this 
fith for fome time, had a confiderable de- 
gree Of numbnels conveyed to his right 
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arm; which did not go off on a fudden, 
but diminiihed gradu ally, fome fenfation 
of it remaining ull next day. dtis ob- 
fervable, tha: this influence acts with moft 
vigour when the fith is firt catched, and 
entirely ceafes when it is dead; fo as to 
be then handled, or even eaten, without 
any inconvenience. Our bouts fapplied 
us with turtle from Petaplan.--Oa the thore 
we met with abundance of guanos, which 
aie by fome reckoned delicious tood, and 
feveral {mall alligators. “There are great 
numbers of tygers in the woods, tho’ we 
{aw none of them. They are not fo fierce 
as thofle of Afia or Africa, and are rare- 
ly , if ever known to attack mankind. We 
had here abundance of pheafants and a 
variety of fmaller birds, p articularly 
rots, Which we often killed for food. ie

This we 
took to be the Governor's anfwer; but, 
to our unfpeakable joy, found it to be 
the cutter. \WWhile at a diltance, we ima- 
gined that the had been difcharged out of 
the port of Acapulco by the Governor ; 
hot when the drew nearer, the wan and 
meagre countenances of the crew, the 
length of their beards, and the feeble and 
hollow tone of their voices, convinced us 
that they had fuftered much greater hard- 
thips than could be expected frem even 
the feverities of a Spanith prifon. ‘Phey 
needed help to be brought into the thip. 
We immediately put them to bed; and 
with reft, and nourithing diet, with which 
they were plentitully fupplicd trom the 
Commodore's table, they recovered their 
health and vigour apace. Now we learn- 
ed, that they had kept the fea the whole 
time of their abfence, which was above 
fix weeks: that when they had finifhed 
their cruife before Acapulco, and had be- 
gun to ply W. to join the fquadron, a 
‘trong adverfe current had forced them F., 
down the coall; that their water being 
all expended, they ran upwards of 80 
leagues to leeward in queft of a conve- 
landine-place, where they might 
get a freth fupply, but found every where 
fo larce a furf, that there was no poflibi- 
lity of landing; that they pafled fome 
days in this dreadful fitmation, without 
water, and having no other means left 
them to allay their thirft than fucking 
the blood of the turtle which they caught; 
that, at Jaft, the heat of the climate ren- 
dering their fafterings infupportable, they 
abandoned themfelves to defpair, fully 
Perfnaded that they fhould perith by the 
molt terrible of all deaths; but that they 
Were foon after happily relieved by a hea- 
Vv rain, of which, by fpreading their 
‘ails horizontally, and putting bullets in 
the centres to draw then to a point, they 
Caught as much as filled all their cafkc ; 


and that then they ftood W. and joined 


Us in lefs than hours, after having. 


adient full 43 days. 
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As the Commodore wanted no anfwer 
now from the Governor, he refolved to 
ron off the coalt with the utmott expedi- 
tion, both as the ftormy feafon on the 
cout of Mexico was approaching apace, 
and as we were epprehenfive of having 
the W. montoon to firugele with when 
we came upon the coait of China. But 
he relolved not to deprive his prifoners 
of the hberty he had promifed them, He 
therefore imbarked them, 57 in number, 
in two launches, with fourteen days pro- 
vilions: and we have fince learned, that 
they arrived fate at \capuleo, where they 
highly extolled the humanity with which 
they had been treated; and that the Go- 
vernor, before their arrival, had returned 
a very obliging anfwer to the Commo- 
dore’s letter, and had attended it with a 
prefent of two boats laden with the choi- 
celt refrefhments which were to be pot at 
Acapulco; bat that thefe boats not ha- 
ving found our fhips, were at length ob- 
liged to’put back, after having thrown all 
their proviftons overboard im a ftorm 
which threatened their deftrudtion. As 
our crews were very weak, we kept the 
Mulattoes, and fome of the fioutelt of the 
Neyroes, with a few Indians, to aflift us. 

‘The fending away our prifonets was 
our laft tranfadion on the American 
coaft: and as it is no uncommon patlage 
to rum from hence to the ealtermott parts 
of Alia in two months, we flattered our- 
felves with arriving foon at Canton in 
China, where we hoped to meet with 
numbers of our countrymen, ond to ens 
joy the advantages of an amicable well- 
frequented port, inhabited by a polithed 
people, and abounding with the conve- 
niencies and indutpencies of a civilized 
lite; bleflings which for near twenty 
months had never been once in our 
powcr. 

On the 6th of May 1742, we left the 
coatt of America, and flood to the S, W, 
with a view of meeting with the N. F. 
trade-wind, which former writers made 
us expect at 70 or So Jeapues diltance 
from the land, and of petting into lat. 13. 
or 1a°.N. that being the parallel where 
the Pacific ocean is molt ufually eroffed, 
But it wos feven weeks before we got in- 
to the true trade wind. We had ron far 

encugs. 
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enough from the fhore in two days to ex- 
pect it, but afterwards met with contra- 
ry and variable winds. This difappoint- 
ment, with the additional misfortune of a 
{pring in the fore-mait of the Centurion, 
and another in the main-mait of theGlou- 
cetter, occafioned great anxiety to every 
one about our future fecurity ; which was 
much augmented by a recent appearance 
of the fcurvy, after an uninterrupted {tate 
ot health fince our departure from Juan 
Yernandes. It is true, the Centurion’s 
damape was repaired; but the Glouce- 
{ler’s mait was obliged to be cut down to 
aftump: and the feurvy made fuch ha- 
vock, tho’ we had abundance of frelh pro- 
vilions and water, and great care was ta- 
ken to clean and {weeten the thips, that 
it threatened the deitruétion of both the 
crews by the daly mortality, Nothing 
could give any hopes of health in this 
dillrefs, but (peedy relief on fhore; which 
could not be expected, without gaining 
the trade-wind. And even when that 
was reached, another obltacle kept us 
back : for tho’ the Centurion, by the fa- 
vour of the trade wind, that fettled be- 
tween the N. and E. might have reached 
the Ladrones foon enough to have reco- 
vered great numbers of our men, who 
afterwards perifhed ; yet fhe was obliged 
to lie too frequently for the Gloucetter, 
and at laff to take her in tow ; being fur- 
ther difabled on the 26th of July, about 
390 leagues from the Ladrones, by a 
wetterly wind, which {plit her fore-cap, 
broke her fore yard in the fires, and 
brought her top-mati clofe by the board. 
And thefe damages had no iocener been 


repaired by the afliduity of near twenty of 


the healthicit and ableft of our feamen 
fent trom the Centurion, than we met 
with a molt violent ftorm in the W. 
board, at the beginning of which the 
Centurzion {prang a leak, which Jet in fo 
much water, that all her people, oficers 
included, were employed continually tn 
working the pumps. And the Glouceiter, 
hetides the misfortune that had betallen 
her top-matt, had her muain-top-mait, 
which hitherto ferved as a jury main-malt, 
brought clote by the board. She had like- 
wile iprung fucb a leak, that the had no 
ats than ievea feet an her bold, 
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tho’ the officers and men had been cons 
{tantly at the pump tor twenty four hours; 
and they were fo fatigued, as not to bs 
able to work it any longer. 

Being fully informed and fatisfed of 
their dittrefs, and of the impothtulity of 
attording any afliitance to the Gloucetter, 
or of her ever completing her voyage; 
as fhe was extremely decayed in every 
part; the water pouring fo faitin, as al- 
ready to cover the calks, water, and pro- 
vilions; no malt ttanding but the fore- 
mait, mizen-mait, and the mizen-top- 
mait, nor any to fupply their places; her 
knees and clamps ali worked quite loofe 
her quarter-dech ready to drop down; 
and out of 77 men, 18 boys, and 2 pri- 
foners, the whole number left alive on 
board, only 16 men and 11 boys capable 
of keeping the deck, and feveral of thefe 
very intrm: theCommodore, 2s the mott 
prudent ftep that could be taken to fave 
their lives, ordered Capt. Mitchel, under 
the advaniage of the calm, to fend ail his 
men, and fuch ftores as could moft calily 
be come at, on board the Centurion. 

This order was immediately executed; 


and in two days, with the affiliance of 


the Centurion’s boats and men, all the 
Gloucelter’s crew were brought on hoard, 
except four, who died as they were hoilt- 
ing them into the Centurion. but the 
fhip made fo much water, and rolled fo 
much, and the men were fo fatigued, that 
they could dave no more than five calks 
of flour, three of which were {poiled with 
fait water. “The prize-money taken by 
her in the South feas, was fecured with 
fome dficulty ; but the prize 
worth feveral thoufand pounds, and prit- 
cipally the Centurion s property, were 
enurely Joft. She was then (Aug. 15+) 
ordered to be fet on fire, to prevent {uch 
a wreck falling into the hands or 2n ene 
my, as not knowing how near we might 
row be to the ifland of Guam, in the pole 
eihon of the Spaniards. When this was 
done, Capt. Mitchel and his officers lett 
her, and came on board the Centurion. 
She burnt the whole night very fiercely 5 
her guns firing fucceflively as the ames 
reached them: and about {ix of the morn 
ing the blew up, fending up a very black 
pilar of dmoke, that thot up into the 
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to a very confiderable height ; but gave 


only a very fmall report, we being then 


at four leagues dittance trom her. 


Being now freed from the imbarrafl- 
ment ot the Gloucefter, which had retard- 
ed our progres for near a month, we 
expected to have proceeded much briker 
than we had hitherto done, efpecially as 
we had got a imall addition of ttrength 
by the Glouceiter’s crew: but our hopes 
proved fruitlefs, having yet greater dit- 
treifes to ftragele with. By the late fLorm, 
fo fatal to the Gloucelter, we had been 
driven to the N. of our intended courte ; 


band, fince the (torm abated, we had been 


forced a degree or two farther; fo that, 
intiead of being in 13° N. lat. the paral- 
Je} we propoled to keep, for reaching the 
ifland of Guam, we were nOw in 17'S 3 
and were apprehentive ot being driven, 
by the current, to the leeward ot the La- 
dyones, without difcovering them: in 
which cale, the only land we could make 
would be fome of the E. parts of Aha, 
where, if we could arrive, we fhould find 
it impothble to get in, by the W. mon- 
foon being in its full force. And being 
500 leagues from that coa{t, our lan- 
guifhing circumitances gave us ground 
to expect nothing lels than being quite 
deftroved by the feurvy, long betore the 
mott favourable gale could carry us thi- 
ther: for ourmortality was now extreme- 
ly alarming ; no day paling without bu- 
rying eight or ten, and fometimes twelve ; 
and the molt healthy beginning to fall 
down apace. During the calm, our car- 
penters, in fearching after the leak, dif- 
covered itin the gunners fore flore-room ; 


but could at prefent co no more than re- 


duce it. 


By thefe delays, and calms, and con- 
trary winds, it was the 23d of Augult be- 
fore we pot any fight of land; when, at 
day-break, we were cheared with the dil- 
covery of two iflands in the W. board. 
The neareft was Anatacan, a high land 
of an indifferent length ; the other was 
Serigan, refembling a high rock; which 
lattey afforded no hopes of an anchoring- 
place. Next morning, a third ifland, 
called Paxaras, a {mall very low Jand, 
Prefented itfelf, When we were with- 
i four miles of Anatacan, a boat was 
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fent to examine the anchoring-ground, 
and the produce of it; which returned in 
the evening with the unwelcome news, 
that there wus no place for a {hip to an- 
chor with fafety ; and that they could tee 
NO inhabitants, tind no water, and no 
fruits but coco nuts. ‘Phis occafioned a 
general dejection which was increa- 
fed by « tquall of wind, that in the night 
drove us to iar to the S. that we durit not 
tend otf the boat to load with coco-nuts 
for the refrethment of the fick. On the 
26th we ttood from Anatacan to the S, 
with the moit gloomy perfuation of our 
approaching deitruction, having the 
{trongett apprehentions, cither of dying 
of the feurvy, or of perithing with the 
hip, whieh, for want of hands to work 
her pumps, might in a thort time be ex- 
pected to founder, Next morning, how- 
ever, we Were revived with the fight of the 
ilands of Saypan, Vinian, and Apuipan, 
at about 12 leagues diltance. We tteered 
towards Tinian, the middlemott ; but it 
was next day in the afternoon betore we 
could reach it. In making to this fhore, » 
about ten in the morning, we difcovered 
a proa under fail to the $.3 which made 
us fufpect we were errived in the neiph - 
bourhood of Guam, a opaniih fettlement 
of confiderable force: therefore the Com- 
modore gave orders to load the upper and 
quarter deck puns with erape-fhot, and 
muttered all hands capable of bearing 
arms; and, the more readily to procure. 
intelligence, endeavoured to relemble the 
Maniia galeon, by hoiliing Spanilh co- 
lours, and a red tiag at the fore top-mail 
head. precautions being taken, 
the cuter was fent afhore to find out a 
proper birth tor the thip: andas fhe ad- 
vanced, the prea returned from the fhore 
to meet her, taking her for the Manila 
boat. When they joined her, and found 
their miltake, the people wn the proa, be-: 
jag aSpaniard and four Indians, fubmit- 
ted. ‘Lhe cutter was no fooner percei- 
ved returning with the proa in tow, but 
the pinnace was difpatched to receive the 
proa and the prifoners, that the cutter 
might continue on the fervice the was 
charped with. Upon ther arrival on 
bourd, the Spaniard intormed us, that the 
and was uninhaoicd; that abounded 
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with water, an moredibie number of ex- 
ceilent cattic, bogs, and poultry 5 belides 

{weet and four o ranges, limes, lemons, 
coco nots, and the indian rima or bread- 
fruit: that the parmion at Guam 
were ied with itores trom this land: 
that le himicdi was a Serjeant of that par 

rion, and was ae at here with twenty two 
jndians to jerk beet, to be feat to Guam 
on board a of about is tuns, 
then at anchor near the fhore. 

This information was reecived with 
5 and, to prevent the ¢- 
feape of the Indiins on fhore, and their 
giving intelipence to the Governor of 
Guam ot our arrival, the pinnace was 
Culpatched to fecure the bark ; and being 
convinced, by the hine protpect of the i- 
fland, that the Sericant did not magnify 
its trustiudneis, Go. the anchor was Ict po 
about eipht that evening, at the S. W, 
end of the wiond, in 22 fathom water, 
oppolite (o 4 jandy bav, about a mile and 
a halt diilant trom the thore. The bot-

The Incians no fooner perceived their 
bark teized by the pinnace, than they fe- 
creied themicives in the woods, not 
doulting that we were encmies; fo that 
next morning a party fent on fore, well 
arm. d, landed without oprolition.

Previous to any legal 
bithment in our favour, thofe perions 
who called 2 Miniller to ferve them, o>- 
lived themfelves to maintain and fupport 
him. Bat, now that the lepiflature have 
taken this care upon themifelves, to then 
only we mult make oor reprete ntations 3 
irom them we muit look for aflittance 
this matter. Jt comes now to be the que- 
ition, Whether or not the ftipend prefent- 
ly fettled by law in our favour, be fect 
os {yperfedes the neceffity of ovr applying 
our Molt Gracious Sovereign, 
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high court of parliament, for an augmen- 
hus I am brought, by a very thort 
and itraight line, to {peak of the prefent 
disend in Scotland, The lateft {tanding 
jaw fettling the fame, was enacted about 
joyearsago, in the reign of Charles I. 
appointing eight chalders of victual, or 
Ss merks, as the minimum of any {ti- 
pend in Scotland 5 leaving it to the Lords 
for Plantation of Kirks and Valuation of 
Teinds, to grant decreets of moditication 
and locality, without reitricting their 
Lordhips by a maximum. The Lords 
of Sefion, who were appointed for this 
purpofe, have been ia ule ever fince that 
ume to judge and cetermine in this mat- 
ter; and have gencrally of late years made 
theminimpm their rule, even in cafes 
where there was fuficient fund for going 
beyond it; Which we cannot apprehend 
to have been the fenfe of the law, tiaing 
the minimum, as their Lordibips were 
pot reitrited by it. But fuch is the pre- 
fent fate of the ttipends in Scotland, not- 
withianding the augmentations that have 
been granted, that, at a medium, it fcarce- 
ly exceeds 521. Sterling, and in many 
piaces extremely ill paid. Can this, as 
living goes at prefent, be deemed a fuit- 
ave iupport for a Minifter’s family ? can 
toisaniwer the neceifary expence of main- 
taance, cloathing, and education to his 
as a Gentleman; and at the fame 
tune defray his charge as a Minilter, in 
buying books, attending judicatures, and 
detowing charity ? Jithe fettlement made 
i our favour about 120 years ago, was 
only a reafonable allowance for thete pur- 
poles then, it mult fall vaftly fhort of a 
ratonable itipend now, when the value 
G money is fo remarkably fallen, and 
the price of vivers and other neceifiries 
univerially increaled. If the {tipend 
Hamedivm falls fo tar below the necef- 
“TY expence of our character, and of the 
times we live in, what muit be the cafe, 
when we take off 340 livings above 70, 

90, and 1001.3; what muit be the 
Cue with the remaining 600 Mimnitters, 
benefices do not exceed, fome 60, 
$0, fome 40, 301. Sterling, 
tepay of a landwaitcr, or the lowelt ex- 
che officer? Can thefe, any of thefe, be 
a fuitable provilion for the Mi- 
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nifters of the Gofpel ?) What a mean and 
comfortle{s life mutt they lead! how lan- 
guid and ditheartened mult they be in the 
excreite of their miniilry ! Surely there is 
no Miniter, no Elder, nor any welwifh- 
er to the religion and fervants of Chrift, 
fo void of bowels, as not to feel the hard- 
fhips, and commiferate the wants, of fuch 
indigentbrethren, Itwere very becoming, 
that fuch as have enough, and to ¢pare, 
were itretching out the brotherly hand, 
and ditributing to theirnecefiities. Ought 
we not to/cve «es eit: tO le } 
to be havi compaifion one of 
one ancther’s burdens 
locking every mai not upon his own things, 
but every man alfa on the things of others 
thus fulfilling not only the law of our n1- 


ture, but allo fulfilling the lew of Ghrif, 
our common matter? 

For my own part, T have done what I 
could to promote this juli and neceifary 
Cetion 3 nor can IT detfen my concern for 
its fuceefs, while I retain my howels as a 
man, my principles as a Miniller, my 
loyalty as a fubieét to the beit of fove- 
reigns, and my zealous attachment. to 
the noblett conftitution. 

Having {poke to the reafonablenefs and 
necetiity of anplying to the lepiflature tor 
an augmentation, L proceed now, Sir, to 
confider fome objections which may be 
urged againit our application.

Tie Rt Hon. member's fpecch. 


MODERATOR, 

S you have called on me to give my 
A opinion on this affair now before 
vou, which is of bight importance to this 
charch, I fhall endeavour to give it you as 
clearly and diftinetly as I am able; ho- 
ping that all the facts that relate to it, 
have been already ftated, and Iaid be fore 
you. 

ITcame to this houfe this morning en- 
tircly unprepared, without the leaft know- 
ledge of the matter, further than what I 
learned from report, ~ Since I came here, 
I have heard a great many learned argu- 
ments ufed an both fides, to which I have 
given the clofeit attention, and have from 
thence formed a conclufion, which I thall 
{tate to vou direétly. 

And, in the firft place, T mutt oblerve, 
that this is not to be confidered as a point 
ot doctrine, in which zeal is alwavs com- 
mendables but as a worldly matter, and 
therefore to be treated with the fame tree- 

dom as is vfual in affairs of that nature. 
Having faid fo much, I folemnly declare, 
that 1 am of opinion the {mall livings im 
scotland thould be augmented, - As lam 
a member of the church of Scotland. I 
have the greateft regard for her interetts, 
and thallever endeavour to promote them; 
Jam therefore for siving every clergy: 
nan a competency fufhcient for his fop- 
portas a Minifter. As for your mavt- 
mums or your minimums, I know no- 
thing of thele alvtrufe terms; have cm- 
ploved my time in more agreeable itud 
and hope alfo, at dealt to me, more vies 
ful ones: 1 fay therefore, that ] am tor 
the Minilters of the church of Scotland 
havine a competency provided for them, 
and no more. 

No one will Gv bot the fimall livines 
in Scotland oveht to be avemented hut 
Tam forry to fay it, that 1 think thefe 
Gentlemen who have been the co: ntrivers 
of this now under your conlidert 


tion, eone to ork avery w rang 
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endigelted propofal, That the affembly 
fhould refolve, that it is reafonable and 
necelfary that the generality of the livings 
‘: Scotland fhould be augmented, and 
therefore immediate application fhould be 
made to parliament for an augmentation 
of thefe livings. —On what do they found 
fuch an application? Where is their evi- 
dence of its neceflity 2?) What are thefe li- 
vings that require it ?—- The generality of 
thelivings in Scotland, fay they. --Idon’t 
underitand thefe terms, Sir. Wany and 
generality, thefe are relative terms, which 
do not convey a clear and diftinct idea of 
the thing. No fuch terms as thefe mult 
be ufed in an application to parliament, 
Sir: they mutt be plain ; and every living 
in Scotland that needs fuch augmentation, 
malt be condefcended en with precifion. 
But further, Sir, 1 deny that there are 
many livings in Scotland which need fuch 
augmentation. Some indeed there may 
be; but they are only a few: and if thei 
are not augmented, ar lealt to what you 
call the minimum fixed by act of parlia- 
ment, it is entirely owing to the negli- 
gence of the incumbents, in not making 
proper application to the court of fefhon, 
Who are impowered to take cognifance of 
thefe matters, and who can, and ever 
have given even more than the law allows, 
avery learned judge * near me has al- 
ready declared. - And here I cannot but 
odferve, that it is with the greateft fur- 
prile 1 have heard the condu@ of that 
court drageed into this debate, and ar- 
raigned for no Jefs a crime than that of 
wWirg not acted according to law, in fel- 
m giving an augmentation as highas the 
mnimum, and never above it. This the 
fame learned judge has already difproved ; 
and IT muft own, that I think it ill becomes 
thefe Gentlemen to treat fuch an Honour- 
able court, to whom they owe great obli- 
fations, with fuch an undecent freedom. 
From what then does the neceffity of 
this application appear? ©, fays one Gen- 
Ueman, the times, the expence of living 
altered. Says another, It is neceflary 
We thould have finer cloaths, make a 
grander appearance, in order to make us 
Fe‘pected, and inforce our dostrine.

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fter’s character. For my part, I fhould 
look upon any of you who appeared in 
fach drefs, in the fame light as 1 would, 
if 1 faw youina proceflion wearing a phi- 
libeg, or Harlequin’s coat; that is, I 
would confider you as madmen. I ever i- 
magined, that the main fupport of the 
church of Scotland, had been her purity, 
and contempt oi the pomp and riches fo 
much complained of in the church of 
Rome. 1am fure it has been her purity 
and poverty that has hitherto preterved 
her. -——- A member + near me very well 
obferved, that altho’ the church of Rome 
endeavoured to draw as great riches, and 
procure as great grandeur to the clergy as 
any church in the world, yet that even 
they thocght it proper, for the preterva- 
tion of the efleem of the laity, to have a 
bepping order of men, remarkable for 
their piety and poverty, and who have 
done more for the fupport of that corrupt 
church than all their other clergy belides. 
—Gentlemen who talk of the luxurious 
and loofe lite of thefe mendicants, feem 
to know little of the world, and to have 
never converted on that fubject with any 
other that knew more of it than them- 
felves. — Were one of thefe Gentlemen to 
tell a Popith Gentleman or a Popith prieft 
fo, he would be laughed at ; and he would 
as foon convince cither of thefe, that the 
mendicants were not pood, pious, and re- 
ligious men, by fuch arguments as bave 
now been ufed to prove it, as he would 
convince a Jew of any point in his reli- 
pion, from a text of the New ‘Teltament. 
—From whom, pray, have the Roman 
Catholicks had all their faints and mar- 
tyrs? Why, from that very begsing order. 

But to proceed to the affair in hand :

So, like 
manner, you Gentlemen muit be able, 
not only to condeicend, as J have (aid 
already, on the particular livings that 
necd to be augmented, but alfo to fhow, 
that the law fublilting is fo detective, that 
that end cannot be obtained by any other 
means; or elle you mutt make it appear 
thar the court of fethon have failed in 
point of duty, by not executing the law; 
and fo you appear as accufers of that Ho- 
nourable court at the bar of the houfe. 
For that court is no fupreme court, as 
fome yetlerday crroncoufly called it, 
unlefs there be a comparative degree a- 
hove the fuperlative. It is indeed a fu- 
perior court in’ this part of the united 
kinedom; but the parliament of G. Bri- 
tain is the fole fapreme court of this na-

But pive me leave, Sir, to advife you to 
confider a little better before you involve 
yourfelves in an affair, from which you 
may not be able eafily to extricate yours 
felves. Confider that you have already 
made yourfelves parties in this applica- 
tion againtt the whole landed intereft of 
Scotland; and thus would you do the 
like with the court of defen?) Don’t be 
too fclf-fuflicient: one of them, Iam a- 
fraid, will prove hard enouch for you to 
deal with in this matter without the other. 
The oppofition of the landed intereft of 
Scotland will have more weight in parbia- 
ment than you imagine ; more efpecially 
when it appears there, that the confent 
and concurrence of that intereft, tho’ 
principally concerned, has never one

have Lnown an inflance of this in a cafe 
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of a far lefs publick nature than that now 
under your confideration. ~-A Gentleman 
prefented a petition, complaining of an 
unduc eleétion, and coniequently tend- 
ing to deprive another Gentleman of his 
feat in parliament. —~What way, think 
you, did the houfe proceed in this cafe? 

Why, they firlt inquired, if the petitioner 
had intimated this complaint to the Gen- 
tleman concerned, fo as he might have 
fuficient time to prepare his defence ? 
and it appe aring, that fuch intimation had 
been made only four or five days 
exhibiting the complaint, fo preat regord 
did the houfe fhow to this piece of julice 
and refpe& due to the fitting member, 
that they returned the petition tll the pe- 
titioner fhould meet and converfe with 

nicably. And, believe me, the petiti 

oner had reafon to ‘he {atistied with 
this order, and to be thanktul that his 
petition was not thrown over the bar. 
This cafe alone is futhcient to point out 
to all who hear me, what may be the con- 
fequences of that difregard thown to the 
landed intereft in this affair, when known 
above.

As for your brethren of the church of 
Fngland, who have feats in parliament, 
tho’ they indeed do not look on you as 
brethren can you ever expect affittan 
from them?) They who unjufily call 
and confidered your predecetlors as fa- 
naticks in religion, would now, if you 
fhould appear with this unprepared appli- 
cation, look on you as fanaticks in tem- 
porals alfo. 

Since I am {peaking of the clergy of 

Fnoland, I o! erve, that their li- 
vings, taking them all together, are far in- 
terior in valuc to the livings in Scotland. 
Many of them were till latcly about ro 1. 
a-year, and fome [178, 9.] even lefs 5 
and tho’ indeed they procured the mini- 
mum of their livin - as you call it, to be 
raifed to 20]. a-year, yet they procured 
it in a manner ¥ ery different from that 
vou now propofe, and not without very 
ereat diff Reulty, tho’ in the reign ofa 
princefs who loved them at leaft as well 
as any King can ever love you; and to 
this verv day that noes by 
the name of t/e Queen's bounty. —Thes, 
I fav, were the ape ty of the {ma 
Fnelith livings railed to col. a- year; but 
there {hill remain feveral that have not 
been a bit bettered by it. One inftance 
I know within forty miles of London, 
where there is a living that afforded the 
pretent incumbent no more than 81. a 
vear, all lately, that by fome funds of af 
own, and the intereft of his sua mn 
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order to enable him to purchafe books 
for his ftudy, and other neceffaries, he 
has got it augmented to the exorbitant fum 
of 161. Sterling a year; and that is in 
the county of Hereford. 

4s for the other {et of men who com- 
pole the greatett part of the legiflature, I 
meon the Englith Gentry or landed men, 
tcan never be fuppofed that they will go 
afily into your propofal ; for it is highly 
probable that they would be immediately 
ahrmed at the confequences they would 
efily forefee might attend the fuccets of 
your application. Such a precedent, they 
would apprehend, might put it into the 
beads of their own clergy to make a like 
tempt; and they already prone too much 
under the weight of their tithes, which 
le very heavy on them, infomuch that 
frequent orders are made in both houfes 
of parliament for leffening the burden of 
them as much as pofhible, not to be ap- 
prehenfive of fuch an attempt, and foffi- 
cently watchful over every thing that 
nay tend in the leaft towards the height- 
ening of a grievance which they already 
think almoft intolerable.

The cafe of the parijh of Dunfe. Taken 
from the papers of bith fides. 

N 1737, the late Lord Blantyre ob- 
| tained a difpofition to the patronage 
of the parith of Dunle from Mr Hay ot 
Drummelzicr, and prefented Mr Roger 
Moodie. Great oppofition was made to 
the fetuement through all the judicatures 
of the church, but no objection was ever 
made to Lord Blantyre’s right of patron- 
age: and at lait the prefentee was fettled. 
— The parith became again vacant in A- 
pril i748 by the death of Mr Moodie. — 
Mr Hay of Drummelzicr was flill reputed 
patron: but as he was not qualitied to 
the government, it was uncertain what 
part he would chufe to act. At length. it 
came to be known that he had granted a 
difpotition of the patronage to Mir Hay of 
Belton, faid to be in trait; and intett-, 
ment followed upon it in July lait. -On 
the ad of Auputt, Belton, as patron, 
Jodped a petition with the pretbytery, re- 
prefenitng, that he had fipnitied to the 
heritors and elders of the parifh, his in- 
tentions of prefenting Mr Adam Dickion 
probationer, fon of Mr Andrew Dickton 
Minilier at Aberlady, and defiring the 
prefbytery would appoint him to preach, 
firlt before themfelves, and afterwards be- 
fore the parith. “his was backed by a 
petition from fome heritors, likewile cra- 
ving a hearing of Mr Dickion. But the 
preibytery delayed giving any judgment 
upon thele petitions, ull proper evidence 
fhould be laid beiore them of Belton’s 
right. At their next Sept 6. 
Belton’s doer gave in the following pae 
pers, o/s. 1. A difpoiition of the patrons 
age of Dunfe by Drummcizicr to the late 
Lord Blantyre, 12 1737. 2. A general 
fervice of the prefent Lord Blantyre as 
heir to his father, in i745. 3. A difpo- 
fition of the faid patronage by the prefent 
Lord Blantyre to Belton, dated at Caen 
Normandy Aug. 7. N.S. [ July 27. 
O.S8.} 1743. 4. A prefentation by Bel+ 
ton to Vir Dicklon, dated Aug. 27. 17.48. 
s. Mr Dickfon’s leiter of acceptance, 
dated Sept. 3.1748. Bat the difpoliuion 
granted by Druinmelzicr to Belton was 
not founded on nor produced. Other 
two heritors now craved a hearing of 
Mr Dickioy, and ninetcen heritors in aj 
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Gipniticd theirconcurrence withhim. The 
preiby tery appointed Mr Dickionto preach 
before them at their next meeting; but 
waved giving judgment with regard to 
Belton’s right of patronage.— On the 3th 
ot October, the next mecting of pretbytc- 
ry, Mr Dickfon was appointed to preach 
at Dunte the four following Sabbaths ; 
bat the confideration of belton’s right 
was adjourned.—On the rit of Novem-

condefcend to grant, might, I hope, be 
made tfectual without much trouble. In 
my little way of life, the benefice of Dunfe 
would be of preat confequence, as it is 
filly a third above what T now pollefs ;” 
~that on finding himfelf difappointed, 
declined being a judge in any queftion 
relating to the patronage, and betook 
to the character of 2 party, being 
an heritor in the parith of Dunfe to a 
fix Lestent ; and that a few days after 
th prefbytery-meeting of Dec. 6. he 
Went to the town of Dunfe, with a peti- 
tion, or “ated a petition there, for mo- 
Vou.

In January aft, Belton’s declarator 
was called in the court of feflion.—On 
his appealing from the fentence of the 
prefbytery, Dec. 6. his proxy having de- 
manded back the titles of bis patronage, 
in order to lay them before the fynod, the 
prefbytery refufed to give them up, in re- 
gard they were called ta produce them 
before the court of feflon: but now 
they pretended they could not produce 
them before the court of fefhon, be- 
caufe they were called to produce them 
before the fynod. However, in confe- 
quence of an application for a diligence, 
the whole writs wére produced. —Several 
objections were moved for the prefbytery, 
tending to fhew, that Belton had no right ; 
or, if he had, that it was fallen to them 
in virtue of the sus devolutum, But the 
Lord Flchies ordinary, Jan. 31. re- 
pelled the objections, and decerned and 
declared.” -—— Again{t this interlocutora full 
reprefentation was given in; to whichan- 
fwers having been made for Belton, the 
Lord ordinary, after {tating the cafe to the 
Lords, pronounced the following inter- 
locutor, Feb. 15. ‘* Having confidered 
the reprefentation given in for the defen-

decern and -Dhis act was rati- 
fied by the act 1.1581, and again by the 
act 114. 1592, Which contains the elta- 
blithment of Pretbytery as the national 
church, and is revived and renewed by 
the act 5. 1690, refettling Prefbyterian 
church-povernment. Nor can it be refu- 
fed, that the church of Scotland have at 
all times been potletied of this privilege 
during the eftablifiment of Pretbytery : 
for whether the right of prefenting Mini- 
{ters was by law in the patron, or in the 
heritors and elders, or in thefe laft with 
confent of the congregation ; yet {till the 
power of receiving, ordai ining and admit- 
ting a prefentee, was by law vetted in the 
pr and the decifion of the fupreme 
ecclefiattical court hath hitherto been held 
to be final in all fuch queflions., But if 
the civil court can interpofe with regard 
to one branch, why not alfo with regard 
to any other relative to the fettlement and 
admithon of a Miniter, whether he be pre- 
fented by the patron, or by the heritors 
and elders? 3. Suppofe the court of fef- 
fion had affirmed the prefbytery’s fen- 
tence, they could not thereupon proceed 
to the fet lement of Mr Lindfay ; nor, 
fuppofing their Lordihips had differed 
from the pretbytery, would that have au- 
thorifed them to review their own fen-

patronage of a church isa civil tipht-of 
property, and, as fach, is poll od by 
Jaicks, and daily conveyed from hand to 
hand. In this view, like all other rij hts 
of it falls totally to be copno- 
feed d by the civil courts. The Lords of 
Mm 2 Sefhon 
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Sefion have done no more in this cafe, 
than determined, that the civil right of 
prefenting to the vacant charge of Dunfe 
is now veited in Belton; and have not 
at all interfered with the church in the 
fettlement of the parith : for by this de- 
cree the church is certainly put under no 
reater rettraint, than it would have been 
if had produced an unexception- 
able right of patronage before the pretby- 
tery; and the prefbytery have the lets 
realon to object to the decree, that they 
themiclves were parties to it, and propo- 
ned all the objections they could find a- 
gain at, which ccrtainly makes it a res 
with regard tothem. The only 
view of the decree was, to point out fome 
meith in law points to the church-judi- 
catures; and Belton deferves the thanks 
of the church, for taking this OF 
der to clear up law points, which might 
have been very dubious to its yudicatures, 
and in which they might have innocent- 
Jy erred. Befides, it may have one other 
good fle, hy deterring any perfon from 
accepting of this benciice, other than the 
rcfentee ; fecing none other will have a 
right to it; as was determined by 
the Lords of Seflion vino 1735, in the 
cafe of MrPatrich Maxton apainit George 
Moncricf of Keidic, where the court 
found, That the flatute 1502 intiiles 
the patron to retain the benctice, in cafe 
the prethytery, or other church jodica- 
ture, bave vefufed to admit a qualihed 
perion ; ° after the date of this 
aaterlocutor, the Lords fultained an ob 
jection to the patron’s rights. 
The prefentce is difqualihed by 
the acts 1° [vin. 363.) re- 
quiring every perfon, before he be heen- 
fed, ov admitted to preach, to quality.

The callers of Mr Lindfay make the 
numbers on their fide to be feventeen he- 
ritors, cight elders, and above 300 heads 
of families. A view of the concurrence 
on both fides, with a lift of the heritors, 
and the valued rent of each, is exhibited 
for Belton.

Various conjectures were made as to 
the expence, fome computing itat 30, O- 
thers at 0,000 1.; and thereupon the 
following patagragh was inferted in the 
news papers. ** ‘To dettroy all ground- 
les reports concerning the extraordinary 
expences of the late fireworks in the 
Green park, we are affared from good 
guthority, that the bills, as delivered to 
his Majelty’s board of works, amounted 
tono more than 14,5001.” 

Fewer accidents happened on this oc- 
cafion than were apprehended. We fee 
none taken notice of but thefle following. 
On¢ of the rockets, mifling its direction, 
darted {traight forward to the feattold 
next the library, by which Mifs Sear, a 
voung Lady, was much hurt ; one Curtis, 
painter, fell trom the works, and was 
Killed; a lad was killed by falling from a 
tree, into which he had climbed to fee the 
fireworks ; and a fhoemaker, who was in 
liquor, ftooping to drink out of the great 
pond, fell in, and was drowned.—A few 
days before the exhibition, the following 
humorous piece was publithed.

fecrecy. How ridiculous is this, Sir? 

bow contrary to the whole tenor of our 

conititution ? An oath of fecrecy is an 

oath taken by no court of juftice 1 know 

of in the world, except the court of in- 

quilition ; and as that court is in its own 

nature a court of injultice, cruelty, and 

oppreflion, 1 hope it will never be made a 

precedent for any new regulation here. 

In this happy country the proceedings of 
all our courts of jultice are open, and pu- 

blickly known; no judge is afraid or a- 

fiamed of the opinion he gives, or of the 

reafons on which he founds that opini- 

en: even in the moft folemn trials in this 

houle, our proceedings are open to the 
whole world, and we give our votes in 

the molt publick manner, ‘This is the 
great fecurity for the impartiality and ho- 
neity of all our courts of juttice. Were 
it in their power to conceal from the 
world what they do, or the opinions they 
give, bribery and corruption would foon 
be as frequent, and have as powerful an 
effect, as it has at any election in the king - 
dom; for it has always been, and always 
will be the praver of rogues, 

Novem peccatis, & fraudibus objice nubem, 
And this prayer will be cffectually anfwer- 
ed by this oath of fecreey ; efpecially in 
our courtsemartial, which mult never con- 
fit of a number lefs than five ; becaute, 
let the proceeding or fentence be never fo 
infamous, no particular member can be 
charged with it by the people, as every 
one of them will at leaft infinuate that he 
voted againit it, 

This, Sir, is another reafon why I 
think that the ad of laft feffion ought to 
be repealed. And as to the new repula- 
tions thereby introduced, relating to thips 
of war wrecked, or taken by the enemy, 
it was before in the power of the crown 
to continue the pay to thofe officers and 
famen that had faithfully and diligently 
pai their duty, if not as pay, at 

galt by way of gratuity: and 1 do not 
Vou, XI, 
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think, the continuance of the pay ought 
to be eftablithed by act of parliament ; 
becaufe the lofs of a thip may be owing to 
fome neglect, or act of imprudence, which 
it will be impofhible to prove to the fatut= 
faciion of a court-martial under no man- 
ner of undue influence: therefore, I 
think, this matter ought to be (till left at 
the difcretion of the crown. And Iam 
apt to think, that when a {hip is entirely 
loft, it ought to be left to the diferetion 
of the crew, whether they will continue 
under the command of their officers of 
no; becaule, if the majority of them ap- 
prove of the conduct of their officers, 
they will, for their own fafety, compel 
the reft to agree to it; on the other 
hand, if a thip thould be lott by the ill 
conduct of the commanding officer, and 
the lives of the whole crew brought into 
immediate danger, I think itis hard, nay, 
I believe it will be impoflible to compel 
them to fubmit any longer to his com- 
mand ; and if by mutiny they fave their 
lives, they will of courfe turn pirates, or 
enter into foreign fervice, to prevent their 
being punithed for that mutiny. It is 
truc, a cafe lately happened, where the 
greatelt part of a crew expoled themfelves 
to preater danger, by mutinying againtt 
their Captain, than they could have done 
by fubmitting to the continuance of his 
command: but this will very feldom hap- 
pen; and therefore 1 think the danger 
on the other fide will be much greater 
and more frequent. 

I have now fhewn, T think, Sir, that if 
there be any inconfiftency in our laws re- 
lating to the fea-fervice, it proceeds from 
the ill-concerted laws that have been 
made fince the year 1661. I remember, 
that, {everal years apo, fome young Gen- 
tlemen took it into their heads, that a 
new law was neceffary for the amend- 
ment of our law in generat, and the de- 
fien became a topick of converfation in 
all companies; upon which a learned 
judge, now dead, obferved, that the belt 
way to amend ourlaw, would be to re - 
peal all the Jaws that had been made for 
that purpofe within the laft hundred years. 
Thave the fame way of thinking with re- 
foe to all the Jaws relating to the fer- 
fervice palled fince 16413; whieh con- 
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vinces me, that we ought to be extremely 
cautious of making any new law for re- 
gulating that fervice. By the well-con- 
certed law pailed at that time, and the 
cultom of the navy eltablithed thereupon, 
our navy has been ever fince fo well go- 
verncd, that we have fuccelsfully carried 
on four, 1 may fay tive naval wars, and 
fought many a glorious fea-cngagement ; 
theretore 1 cannot think, that any new 
Jaw is necellary, unlefs it be, as I have 
fuid, a law tor repealing all the laws rela- 
ting to the fea-fervice, pailed tince the 
year 1661. 
But now, Sir, with regard to the bill at 
relent under our confideration ; which 
been fo much and {fo often corrected 
and amended, that 1 may call what we 
have now before us the third edition; 
aud what is furprifing, this third edition 
feems to me to be the wort of the three ; 
for fome of the belt claufes that were in 
the firit, are now lett out, peeaneny 
that redating to ftore-fhips and traufports 
employed in the government's fervice, the 
Captains and crews of which were by the 
firit edition of this bill made liable to the 
martial Jaw, while they continued in that 
fervice. This was really a new and an 
ufeful regulation; and. the firft war you 
engage in, you will find it abfolutely ne- 
ceflary to agree to fome fuch regulation ; 
for, by the wantof fuch a onc, the belt 
concerted naval expedition may be difap- 
pointed. Butas fome people are tond of 
popularity, and will court it at any rate, 
this dlaufe was made a facrifice to that 
view; which is a fort of fcrifice I thai] 
never make, let the confequence be what 
at will, 

Thus, Sir, the bill has now made its 
appearance before us without any fuch 
claufe to recommend nor has it, in- 
deed, any ane new claufe to recommend 


jt; but a great many cliufes that ought, 
J think, toinduce us to iejyect it: for the 
of the objections I have mad. 
our late Jaws, are rendered Groncer hy 
new improvements upon t 


claufes in this bills and all the claufes in 
forincr laws which I have objected to, 
are re-enacted by this. 1 fhall not re- 
peat any of the objections T have alread 


stated against the aft of lait felon, but i 


.

mutt take notice of fome of the improve- 
ments made by this bill. Lait year our 
naval lawgivers were, it feems, of opini- 
on, that no court-martial ought to contilt 
of above nine members, bet this year 
they have altered theif opinion, and in- 
crcafed the number to thirteen; and 
they have added a claufe, for preventing 
its being in the power of the admiralty, 
or officer impowered to hold courts-mar- 
tial, to direct or afcertain the particular 
number of perfons of which any courts 
martial fhall contit. I confefs, Ido not 
well underiiand the meaning of thofe two 
claufes: for tho’ they do not expretsly 
abrogate the old Jaw, which oblipes eve- 
ry Captain who comes in hgbt of the flag, 
to go on board, and take his place in the 
court; yet they abropate itin etlect; be- 
caule if there be already thirteen there, whe 
chance-comer cannot take his place, un- 
lefs one of the others be obliged to retire. 
Suppofe then that fome of the thirteen are 
bis juniors, and that upon his taking his 
place the junior of them mutt retire: if 
this be the cafe, does not every one fee, 
that increafing the number to ¢/:r/een 
makes it more ealy to have a packed 
court-martial, whole proceedings cannot 
be controuled by chance-comers, than it 
the higheit number had been continued 
at becaufe, in the former cate, /2- 


veu chance-comers muit arrive, and all te-. 


vor to the /even youngeli that are there, 
betore they can controu! the proceedings 
of the court; whereas, in the latter cate, 


fee fenior Captains, arriving by chance, 


would do the bufinefs. 
Courts-martial, Sir, are dangerous wea- 
pons in the hands of a wicked minifler ; 
ut become much more dangerous, when 
they are put under fuch regulations as 
may enable him to pack them to his pur- 
pole. We, in this houfe, cannot ap- 
prove of any fuch resulations, Our an- 
ceftors have ofien fuflored by fuch packed 
courts of judicature. Thank God! \ 
have, by a law obtained fince the revo! 
ton, freed ourlelves and pofterity from 
that dancer; no member of this houfe 
can now be taicd, unlefs by the whole bo- 
dy of his peers, or at lealt as many of 
them as can attend: and as we have frecd 
ourfelves from the danger of being tri d 
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by a packed court of judicature, I hope 

we fhall never confent to any regulation, 
that may, in the feaft, expofe any of our 
fellow-fubjects to the fame fort of dan- 
rer. 

Then, Sir, as to the oath to be taken 
by the judges in a court-martial, it was 
before ridiculous, but now it is quite ab- 
ford. By the law patfed fefhon, they 
were not to difclofe the vote of any par- 
ticular member of the court, wn/e/s there- 
required by lawfid authority; but, by 
the oath preferibed in the bill now before 
us, they are not to difclofe the vote ot 
any member, twrle/i thereunto required by 
et of parliomert. This puts it out of 
the power of either houfe of parliament, 
to inquire into the condué # pour mem- 
ber of a court-martial, unlefs the crown 
pleafes to confent to an act for that pur- 
pofe. Suppofe a brave Admiral fhould 
be condemned and fhot by the fentence of 
a court-martial, packed for the purpofe 
by a revengeful favourite minilter 5 if 
this bill paffes, even the parliament itfelf 
could not inquire into the proceedings of 
that court-martial, or pumfh any one up- 
on that account, while that minifter con- 
tinued to ingrofs the ear of his mafter. 
We may all remember a fate inftance, 
where a brave Admiral, I will not fay, 
glorioully difobeved his orders, but I may 
fay, glorioufly went a little farther than 
his inftrugions, and thereby acquired 
great honour to himfelf, and great advan- 
tage to hiscountry. Uf fuch a bill as this 
had been then paffed intoa law, 1 believe 
that Admiral would have been in fome 
canger of being tried and condemned by 
a court-martial, 

This oath, Sir, is one of the moft ab- 
ford thet ever was invented; becaufe it 
may prevent an innocent man from be- 
ine able to juftify himfelf ageintt a profe- 
cutton atcommon law. We know, that 
the members of a court-martial may, by 
their proceedings, expofe themfelves to 
an action or profecution at common !aw. 
A late court-martial in the Weft-Indies 
advally did fo; and in an action brought 
againft one of them [viii 517.] here at 
home, he was caft in a Jarge fum of mo- 
ney for what he did there as member of a 
Court-martial: and a later and more fa- 
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mous court-martial, who certainly under- 
ftood nothing of the common law, what- 
ever they did of the naval, brought them- 
felves into fuch a ferape [viit. 20.] as 
would have ruined them, if the learned 


judge they offended, had not been fo 


much of a Chriftian as to remember that 

rayer, Good Lord, forgive them ; fer they 
not what they do. Inall fuch eafes, 
furely, any member of the court-martial 
might juitify bimielf by proving, that he 
oppofed and voted againtt the illegal pro- 
ceeding, upon which the action or profe- 
cution is founded ; but if this bill fhould 
pafs into a law, it will be impoilible for 
him to bring fuch a proof. 

To what I have faid, I muft add, Sir, 
that this oath makes the increafe of the 
number of which a court-martial may 
confift, ftill more dangerous: for if any 
jobb is to be done, the infamy mutt relt 
upon all the members prefent ; and tho’ 
every one of them may, and probably 
will privately infinuate, that he voted a- 
painit it, yet no one of them dare openly 
affert, much lefs prove, that he voted a- 
gaintt it; which will of courfe render 
every one of them lefs concerned about 
the infamy they expofe themfclves to: 
for the burden of infamy is Jike all other 
burdens ; the more fhoulders there are to 
fupport it, the lighter it fits upon every 
one; andin a Frtle time we may have 
fuch a number of court-martial jobbers, 
that they'll keep one another in counte - 
nance, which will make it cafy tor a mi- 
nifter to get them to do whatever he has 
a mind. 

When I have faid this, Sir, I cannot 
avoid taking notice of the extraordinary 
improvement made by the sth article of 
war, by this bill to be eftablithed, and 
the reftraining provifo in which this article 
is excepted. In the act of 1661, there 
is an article which fays, That all fpies 
fhall be punifhed with death; but then 
that law concludes, as 1 have already 
faid, with a peneral provifo, without any 
exception, That jurifdidtion fhall be there- 
by given only for fuch of the offences 
aforefaid as fhall be done upon the main 
fea, or in veffels hovering in the main 
{tream of preat rivers, and only by per- 
fons in ferviceand pay. Thus the jerif- 
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diction given by that law ts contined to pro- 
perplaces and proper perfons, But the 5th 
article of war in this bill fays, “Phat all 
fpics, and all perfons whattoever, who 

hall be found to bring or deliver any fe- 
ducing letters or metlages from any ene- 
say or rebel, or endeavour to corrupt 
any otheer, mariner, or other in’ the 
fleet, to betray his truil, being convicted 
thercot by the fentence of a court marti- 
al, thall be puniihed with death; and 
this article is expretsly excepted in the 
provilo, which contines the juridiction 
of courts-martial offences committed 
upon the main fea, or in preatrivers, and 
by perfons im actual fervice and tull pay : 
fo that every mani the hinpdom teems 
to be fubjected to the junfdicuon ot a 

court-martal, it he be aceufed of endea- 
vourmng to corrupt an oihcer or mariner 
to betray his trutt; and that whether the 
perion accuted be in pay or no, and 
whether the offence be alledged to have 
been committed at fea or at land. Nay, 
ido not know, but that the belt Lord 
in the kingdom may by this means be 
fudjocts to be tried and condemned to 


die by a court-martial; and therctore, if 


you go into a conmnittce on this bill, 
hope the opinion of the judges will be 
dincd this quettion, 

could mention, Sir, a great: many 
Here accuracies in this bill, and dan- 
gerous confequenees that may arife from 
us being pailedinto a law. To thort, it 
feoms to be a bill dehigned for extending 
the juriidiction of courts-martial, not on- 
ly over the whole Brith donminioas, but 
ty every Britua that refites in any 
part of the world, where the Brinth flag 
aan appear; for a Brith merchant at 
Lithon, Cadiz, or elfewhere, may be 
kidnapped on board, and tried for endea- 
to ce tome © f the otheers or 

ulors to. betra them Therctore, 
it there were ancectlity for a new bill re- 
lating to the fea-fervice, this is not, I 
think, a proper bill for the purpofe. but 
Lhave already declared, that Ido not 
think a ball neceilary : am fure, 
the necel.iv is not fo urgent, efpecially 
How im time of peace, as to require our 
pailing fome fuch ! betore the end of

The fpeech of Claudius Marcellus, 
Speke HEN, 
Mr Prefitent, 
He Noble Lord has been pleafed to 
exprefs great regard for the act ot 
K. Charles 1. relating to the fea-fervice, 
and for the Admiral who, very probably, 
had a tharein drawing it up. As to that 
Admiral, I believe no one can doubt my 
regard for him. He certainly deterved 
the honours that were conferred on him; 
and he no way merited the reproach cait 
upon him by the Royal commander of our 
fleet at that me, as Was in atew hours 
after made manitelt by the event, and by 
his gallant behaviour and glorious death. 
But as to the act itfelf, 1 mutt contefs, 
1 have no great repard for it. So far as 
it pocs, itis well enough; but it has many 
detects : and therefore, it our fleet bas 
been well poverned, if it has acquired 
glory, thofe effects have been owing to 
the nature of the people, and not to the 
law; which is, in many refpects, ex- 
tremely deficient. Some of which I fhall 
bep leave to take notice of. And, firit, 
with repard to {pics: By the law, as it 
{lands at prefent, no court-martial, ei- 
ther at home or abroad, can try or pu- 
nifh a dipy, let the proofs of a man’s be- 
ing fuch be never fo evident, unlefs he 
be a man at that very time in fervice and 
pay in the fleet, or thips of war: nay, 
if aman, not in fervice or pay, fhouid 
get on board the flect, or any of his M \- 
jetty’s fhips of war, with a defipn to ce- 
bauch the officers or failors, and to per- 
fuade them to mutiny, defert, or run a- 
way with the thip; and fuch practices 
thould be fully proved upon him; neither 
the Admiral or Commodore of a {qua 
“ety nor the commander of any fingle 
Hip, has power to fecure fuch a crimi- 
nal, They may, indeed, turn him a- 
fhore; but they cannot Jepally confine 
him, in order to his being brought home, 
and tried by the common law; which 
makes it very dangerous for our “a la- 
drons or fhi 1npYs of war to hover or anchor 
the coals, or in tLe great rivers of 
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any of thole countries, where there are 
any Britith fubjects that are known to 
be difattected to our prefent happy elta- 
blifment. 

Another great defect is this, Sir, that 
a man in fervice and pay, cannot by that 
law be tried or punifhed by a court-mar- 
tial, even of the fquadron he belongs to, 
for any offence or crime committed on 
fhore. ‘This, "tistrue, was remedied by 
the act of the 6th of the lace King, as to 
crimes committed on shore in foreipn 
parts: but even the Noble Lord bimfelt 
has allowed it to be a defect in the act of 
K. Charles IL. fo far as relates to foreign 
parts not fubject to the crown of G. Br- 
tain; and, notwithitanding what he has 
faid, I mutt think, it was ripht to extend 
the jurifdiction of courts-martial to crimes 
committed on fhore by perions in actual 
fervice and pay, even in our own plan- 
tations, If by thecrime fo committed, any 
inhabitant of that plantation fhould be 
injured; to be fure, the Admiral or com- 
mander would give up the criminal, to 
be tried and punithed by the civil power 
in that plantation: but when the crime 
relates only to the fervice, or to thofe 
only that are in the fervice, it was ripht 
to give the cognilance of it to a court- 
marual, tho’ committed on fhore. And 
as the men belonging to a fquadron or 
fhip of war mu{t often be employed a- 
fhore, even here at home, as well as a- 


broad, in feveral forts of neceffary fer- 


Vice; fuch as, fitting out the fhip or 
fquadron, taking in trefh water or pro- 
Viltons, and the like; if they then com- 
mit any crime, in which no man that is 
not enployed in the fervice has any con- 
cern, 1 am of opinion, that fuch, crimes 
thould be made cognilable by a court- 
Martial: for otherwife the men, when 
employed en fhore about fuch neceflary 
fervices, might not only negleét or dif- 
Ovey the commands ot their officers with 
impunity, but might actually mutiny, and 
beat and abufe their officers, and the of- 
ficers could have no remedy, but an a- 
cion at law, apainit fellows from whom 
they could recover neither damages nor 
cofis, 

A thid defect, Sir, in the of K. 


| Charles iJ, and indeed in all our laws re- 
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lating to the fea-fervice, before that of 
lait year, was, that if any Admiral or 
commander of a fquadron thould die, or 
be called home, or otherwile removed, 
the perfon fucceeding to him in the come 
mand, could not call a court-martial 
without a new commufhon for that pur- 
pote; fo thata whole tqnadron might, 
for a long time, remain without a power 
to try any criminal; the confequence of 
which was a general encouragement to 
mutiny : and when men were accufed of 
any crime, tho’ perhaps fallely aceuled, 
there was a neeeility for heeping thera 
contined in irons ull a new commiflion 
arrived, Of this inconvenience, Sir, we 
had a late remarkable inttance: tor whem 
Adm. Vernon got Jeave to return home 
from the Welt-Indics, Sir Chaloner Ogle, 
who fucceeded him in the command, was 
a whole year without a power to try or 
punith any criminal on board that nume- 
rous {quadron, by the thip’s being taken 
which carried him a comnmithen to ap- 
point courts-martial 5 and before advice 
could be had there or at home of the lots 
of that fhip, and the fhip with a new 
commifhon could arrive in the W cit In- 
dies, a whole twelvemonth had elapted ; 
which might have been of the molt dan- 
pcrous confequence, if that Admiral had 
10t been a man of great diferetion, and 
well beloved in the navy. 

A fourth defeét, Sir, which was never 
remedied till year, was, that it twen- 
ty commanders of men of war should ar- 
rive with their fhips at any one port, ver 
no court-martial could be held for the 
trial of any offender or perfon actuted 
which was often found to be a preat ine 
convenience, and fometimes was the oc- 
calion of innocent mens being Lept for a 
long confined. Ber few years 
finee, the Captain of one of our men ot 
war happened to take offence at! is Lacu- 
tenant, and contined himin ions. While 
he was thus confined, the thin arrived ar 
Lifbon. ‘There were, arthat time, more 
than tive menor war at that port. The 
Lieutenant reprefented his cafe to the o- 
ther Captains, and petitioned to be tried 
but, asnoncoi them had acon tor 
calling a court-martial, no trial could ‘be 


had, and the thip put to ica aguin with 
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the Liewtenant fill in irons. When 
they were at fea, they happened to come 
of an cacmy’s ship, and were ma- 
king ready toengope; but the Captain 
then appeared fo evidently to be mad, 
that the ofheers all apreed to contine him, 
@nd to give the command of the thip to 
the Firlt Lieutenant. Accordingly they fet 
bem ot Liberty, pave him the command; 
an’, alter lus fighting the thip brave- 
ly, and bringing her home, it was found, 
that he had never been euilty of any of- 
fenee, but that bis continement was en- 
tirely owing to his Captain's not being 
an his right femics. bus, net only a 
brave innocent man futtered a lone con- 
finement, but one of his Mayectty’s thins 
was in danger of being lott, by the Ca- 
then at Laifhon having no power to 
hol! a court-martial: for had they had 
fuch a power, the Licotenant world have 
been tried and nequitted and the Ca- 
prain would probably have been cantined, 
beg am his then condition incapable 
ef baving any command, 

A-tttth defeét, Sur, and a defe& nor 
vet remedied, as, that it any of hrs Ma- 
Pups fhould be attacked by a fupe- 
rior force, and atter a brave refiltance 
reduced to the litt extremity ; vet if the 
optam fhould piwe orders to ftrike, or 
fhould yield up his thip to the enemy, 
he tes, 
even tho’ it thould be 
proved, that bis was immedinte 
danger of faking. Tf Captain Warfon 
».] had not been killed in the en- 
I do beheve he would net 
vitlded vp bis thip fo foon es the 
bot itis highly probable, that he 
wocld have been forced to vield at faft: 
nodvet, if he had at laft ttruck, in order 
to prevent the fhip’s being frnk, and his 
whole crew as well as himfelf drowned, 
he mot have been tried by a court-mer- 
tial as loon as be returred home, and 
have been condemned to die by that 
conrt-martial, in purfvance of the articles 
of war as they arc now worded. And 
it he had accordingly iuffern’, Tam fure 
it would howe been extreme!y ervel. 

A detect, which is likewife, Sir, 
a detest not vet remedied, is, that if any 
Ol his Mo) liy's ips thould take an.ene- 
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my’s hips, the Captain mnuft not, before 


judgement in a court of admiralty, order 
any of the goods to be taken out of the 
fhip, except thofe above deck, and the 
thip’s ftores, even tho” the thip thould be 
fo fhattered as to be an the utmott danper 
of finking. And a teventh detect is re- 
ally fuch a one as feems to be a feandal 
to the nation ; for, by the oth naval or- 
der or article of war, eflablithed by the 
act of K. Charles rt is faid, if a 
fhip taken as prize make no retittance, 
none ot the oficers or mariners being fo- 
reveners, shall be all treated ; which feems 
to give leave to treat thofe ill that refilt. 
Thank God! Sir, our brave conntrymen 
have always had too much pgenerolity to 
make ule of the leave hereby given them; 
bot this is no excule for the order itlelf. 
It is a reproach to ws to have an article 
of war that gives leave for maltreating an 
unfortunate, but brave enemy 3 2nd there- 
fore Lhope it will, by our paling this 
bill, be expunged out of our law-books. 
Its remaining 40 long there, has, “us true, 
redounded much to the glory of our brave 
failors; but, Tam fore, it has not re- 
dounded much to the glory of our law- 
rivers. 

Behide thefe defes, Sir, and feveral 
more I could mention, I mouft obferve, 
that there are many frauds, abufes, and 
croelties, that may be committed on board 
his Majelty’s thips of war, and which can- 
not be punifhed by a court-martial, 2s 
our laws ttand ot prefent ; becavfe a court: 
martial can mflict no ponifhment that is 
not expreisly appointed by the act of K. 
Charkes IT. or warranted by the laws and 
cultoms ufed vat fea before that act was 
pated. Falfe mutters, for example, can- 
not now be punifhed by the fentence of a 
naval court-martial, It has been 9 pro- 
tice too frequent, I believe, efpecially in 
the Welt-Indics, for Captains ot his Ma- 
jeity’s thips to lend their men to maiters 
of merchant-fhips, and lie in horbour till 
thofe men returned. It has been known, 
thata Captain of a twenty gun fhip, which 
fhould have 120 men on board, has lent 
ovt 100 atatime. The men tind ther 
account in it, becaufe they have higher 
wages from the merchants ; and, mm con- 
Gderation of this, they afien their pav 
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
